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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the reference (Bears) still reads on the claims. 
Applicant argues that Bears fails to claim, disclose, or even suggest dual optical switch fabric modules. However, in col. 8, lines 6-19, 
Bears discloses the dual Tx/Rx plane switch reroute the multiplexed optical signals over unaffected fibers. Therefore, based on this the 
multiplexed optical signal is rerouted by dual optical switch. Applicant further argues that claims 18 recites that the modular switch 
comprises a plurality of subscriber service module. However, claim 18 recites at least one subscriber service module and a plurality of 
subscriber service module slots. In col. 5, lines 8-27, Bears discloses FST (fiber service terminals) which is connected to subscriber 


premise. 
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
